sections for each mile of the said road; Provided, That
this grant of lands shall not prejudice or affect the rights
of any other railroad company, any asylum, charitable in-
stitutions, or school to any lauds heretofore granted.

SEC. 2. Whenever any ten consecutive miles of the
said railroad shall be completed and ready for the rolling
stock, it shall be the duty of the governor to execute on.
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behalt of the state, a deed of conveyance to the said com-
pany, the full quota of said lands for the portion of said
road so completed; Provided, That if the said company
shall not construct aiid equip for busiuess, with cars run-
ning thereon, at least teu miles of the said road, within
three years from the first day of December, A. D. one
thousand eight hundred aud sixty-nine, and the residue
within six years from the last date aforesaid, then and in
that case, all the lands hereby granted, pertaining to the
unbuilt portion of the said road shall be forfeited to the
state,
